Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Council's 
Health  Services  for  the  year  1970* 

Development  continues  in  the  area  at  a rapid  pace  and  the  Dawley 
Urban  District  Council  is  progressive  and  is  creating  an  attractive  place 
for  people  to  live  in  by  co-ordinating  its  services  with  those  of  the 
Telford  Development  Corporation  and  Shropshire  County  Council*  Progress 
achieved  during  1970  is  recorded  in  the  report  and  also  problems  arising 
during  the  year,  some  of  which  are  particularly  those  of  a New  Town* 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  show  a steady  improvement  in  the 
heauLth  of  the  community  and  should  continue  to  improve  over  the  years  to 
come*  The  three  branches  of  medicine  are  to  come  together  in  April,  197^ 
and  in  the  meantime  a closer  link  is  being  created.  Health  centres  have 
been  built  in  Sutton  Hill  and  Woodside  where  the  general  practitioners 
and  local  authority  health  personnel  can  work  together  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Community* 

The  health  department  of  the  Urban  District  is  responsible  for 
environmental  health  and  the  latest  type  of  refuse  collection  is  applied 
in  Sutton  Hill  and  V^oodside*  A photograph  of  the  system  of  collection 
appears  in  the  report*  A site  has  been  obtained  for  a refuse  incinerator 
and  the  problems  arising  are  very  adequately  described  by  Mr*  McFall  in 
his  part  of  the  report*  Perseverance  and  a great  deal  of  effort  are 
required  to  ensure  that  the  community  is  adequately  served* 

A solution  to  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  Ironbridge 
and  Coalbrookdale  area  is  within  sight*  This  has  been  unsatisfactory  for 
many  years  and  holds  up  the  improvement  of  houses  within  this  area* 

Slum  clearance  and  housing  improvement  continues*  A scheme  was 
prepared  with  the  -Engineer  and  Surveyors'  Department  for  an  Improvement 
Area  and  an  exhibition  mounted  in  the  Dawley  Town  Hall  to  demonstrate  the 
advantage  of  improvements  to  individual  houses  and  to  an  area  as  a whole* 
Such  exercises  are  a great  help  to  the  public  to  show  them  what  can  be  done 
and  there  was  a very  good  response* 

Reference  is  made  to  the  risks  of  smoking  in  that  there  was  a 
further  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  diseases  caused  by  smoking* 
This  does  not  measure  the  misery  and  ill-health  caused  by  these  diseases 
before  death  and  this  is  even  more  significant  than  the  actual  deaths* 
Increased  efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  people  not  to  smoke  and  the 
results  of  these  efforts  will  be  measured  in  our  Vital  Statistics  in  the 
future* 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  unfailing  enthusiasm  and  support*  Also,  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  the  loyalty  and  hard  work  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department*

effect  on  the  rateo  A high  standard  of  obstetric  care  is  essential. 
Examination  of  the  notifications  shows  that  in  almost  every  case  the  birth 
was  premature  and  in  only  one  case  did  the  pregnancy  go  to  terra  and  the 
baby  fail  to  breathe.  One  case  was  associated  with  preeclamptic  toxaemia, 
one  with  rhesus  incompatibility  and  there  was  one  case  with  congenital 
abnormalities •

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  pregnancy  during  the  year 
under  review. 
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The  infant,  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  mortality  rates  are 
below  the  National  Average  in  contrast  with  I969  when  they  were  above 
the  National  Average.  It  will  be  seen  that  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  v;ere  down  to  5 only»  which  is  a big  improvement.  A good 
standard  of  medical  care  is  essential,  but  this  would  not  be  sufficient 


without  a general

An  area  comparability  factor  is  applied  to  obtain  the  adjusted 
death  rate  and  the  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  rate  to  the  National  Rate 
is  1.04.  An  area  comparability  factor  of  1.13  has  been  applied  to  a 
crude  rate  of  10,8  for  1970,  whereas  an  area  comparability  factor  of 
0.99  was  applied  to  a crude  rate  of  10.6  for  1969,  which  accounts  for  the 
low  adjusted  rate  of  10.5  appearing  in  the  figures  for  1969*  Reference 
to  the  actual  numbers  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  area,  as  shown  above, 
shows  little  variation.

Comparison  with  the  figures  for  1969  shows  a further  increase  in 
deaths  from  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  from  14  to  20. 

These  deaths  are  in  the  ratio  of  9 males  to  1 female  and  must  be  caused 
in  the  main  by  smoking.  Deaths  due  to  bronchitis  and  emphysema  show  a 
similar  excess  of  males,  being  in  the  'ratio  of  5 males  to  1 female,  and 
the  total  figure  for  both  sexes  is  18.  Adding  these  to  the  deaths  for 
bronchial  carcinoma  a total  of  38  is  obtained.  As  females  started 
smoking  later  and  smoke  less  there  are  less  female  deaths  due  to  smoking, 
but  there  will  be  a gradual  rise,  unless  smoking  is  reduced  in  females 
as  well  as  males.  Deaths  due  to  bronchial  curcinoma  and  bronchitis  and 
emphysema  occur  at  an  earlier  age  than  all  other  deaths,  as  is  shown  by 
the  figures  below.  In  addition,  some  of  the  figures  of  other  deaths  will 
have  appeared  at  a younger  age  because'  of  smoking,  which  can  damage  other 
organs  in  the  body  as  well  as  the  lung,  in  particular,  the  heart.

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Deaths  froni  cardio-vascular  disease  continue  to  predominate  v;ith  a 
total  of  137. 

Deaths  from  accidents  shov;  an  increase.  There  were  3 deatlas  due  to 
motor  vehicle  accidents  compared  with  0 for  the  previous  year.  All  other 
accidents  accomat  for  9 compared  with  k for  the  previous  year.  The  need 
for  carnps.igns  to  continue  for  the  prevention  of  road  accidents  and  the 
avoidance  of  other  accidents  must  be  stressed. 

Deaths  imder  the  ago  of  ^5  v;ere  21  compared  with  I8  for  the  previous 
year,  6 of  these  were  accidental  including  4 due  to  motor  vehicle 
accidents.  Out  of  the  9 deaths  due  to  other  accidents  5 were  over  the 
age  of  75. 


INFECTIOUS  DISOASDS 

The  nvimber  of  notified  crises  of  measles  was  lov/er  for  1970  than  for 
1969*  This  is  to  be  expected,  as  measles,  v/hich  is  endemic  in  the 
community,  hs  periods  of  liigher  incidence  every  2 to  3 years,  v;hen 
immunity  v;anes  in  the  young  claildren.  Active  imnnmisation  is  proceeding 
and  is  exioected  to  lov/er  the  incidence  in  futvire  years. 

Notifications  of  v/hoo]ping  cough  were  higher  and  this  continued 
into  the  early  months  of  1971  and  then  gradually  fell  av;ay.  The  number 
of  notified  cases  for  1971  v;ill  be  greater  than  those  of  1970,  Laboratory 
investigations  v/ere  made  and  the  causative  orgaiaism  v;as  not  found.  Other 
investigations  for  a virus  v/ere  also  negative.  The  ma.in  incidence  of 
the  disease  occurred  in  the  age  group  1 to  9 years,  but  there  v/ere  some 
cases  under  1 year  and  some  over  10  years*

Hospital  Services 

The  hospital  and  specialist  services  are  provided 'by  the  * 
Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  its  hospital  management  committees. 


The  district  lies  between  large  general  hospitals  at  Wolverhampton, 
under  the  Wolverhampton  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  Shrewsbury, 
under  Shrewsbury  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  is  well  served 
by  them. 

Copthorne  Hospital  has  an  isolation  ward  and  this  is  where  cases 
of  infectious  disease  are  admitted. 


Consultants  from  both  hospital  management  committees  hold  out- 
patients sessions  at  Broseley,  Much  Wenlock,  Shifnal,  Wrekin  Hospitals 
and  also  at  Bridgnorth. 

Ambulance  Services 

This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council.  Operational  Control  of 
the  service  is  maintained  throughout  the  24  hours  from  Headquarters, 
Central  Ambulance  Station,  Abbey  Foregate,  Shrewsbury,*  Telephone  Number 
Shrewsbury  6331 • 


The  Dawley  Urban  District  is  served  by  ambulances  from  Bridgnorth, 
Donnington,  Much  Wenlock,  Shifnal  and  Shrewsbury. 

A new  ambulance  station  at  Tweedale  is'  expected  to  be  completed 
early  in  1972« 


Vaccination  and  Immunization 


This  is  carried  out  by  both  the  County  Council  Medical  Officers 
and  General  Practitioners.  It  is  offered  to  pre-school  children  and 
school  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  smallpox, 
measles  and  poliomyelitis,  and  to  girls  aged  11-1^  against  Rubella. 
Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  also  offered  to  school  children 
aged  13  years  and  this  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in  secondary  schools 
with  parents  consent. 

In  the  Dawley  Urban  District  there  are  four  health  visitors,  four 
nurse  midwives  and  one  part-time  District  Kurse.  The  midwives  undertake 
both  midwifery  and  district  nursing  duties. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

(a)  Several  articles  of  nursing  equipment,  such  as  air  rings,  bed 
pans,  feeding  cups,  etc.,  are  on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed  at 
home.  Those  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Council  via  the  district 
nurses. 

(b)  Convalesconce  for  people  not  requiring  special  nursing  care  or 
medical  care  but  still  recovering  from  illness  can  be  arranged.  The 
County  Council  makes  frequent  use  of  the  Lady  Forester’s  Home, 

Llandudno  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Mental  Health-  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  supervision 
in  their  own  homes  of  the  mentally  handicapped  persons.  This  is  done 
mainly  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor.  They 
also  assist  general  practitioners  to  secure  hospital  admission  for  the 
mentally  ill. 

(d)  Treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  at  chest  clinics  and  sanatoria,  but  the  prevention  and  the  after- 
care are  shared  between  the  Local  Authority  and  Hospital  Board.  Health 
visitors  follow  up  cases  and  do  most  of  the  contact  tracing.  Open  air 
shelters  can  be  provided  by  the  County  when  required.  Bxtra  nourishment 
may  be  provided.  The  Local  Authority  and  Regional  Board  combine  in 
arranging  amenities  for  Chest  X-ray.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  main  piped  supplies  are  under  the  control  of  the  East 
Shropshire  Water  Board  and  are  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and 
quantity. 

In  July  damage  to  the  water  main  cut  off  the  supply  of  water 
to  part  of  the  Sutton  Hill  Housing  Estate  when  an  emergency  stand- 
pipe was  erected  to  give  a temporary  supply.  Such  incidents  make 
one  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  water  supply  system  to  the 
community,  a service  which  normally  attracts  little  publicity.

The 
number ^v.en  is  a reduction  of  26  on  last  year’s  total. 


2.  SEVJAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Ironbridge  and  Coalbrookdale  area  continues  lo  be  the 
black  spot  so  far  as  sewage  disposal  is  concerned.  Crude  sewage 
discharges  to  the  river  at  numerous  points  from  the  original 
sewerage  system. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  Committee's  five  year 
programme  of  capital  works  for  a proper  sewerage  system  and 
sewage  works  to  bo  provided  in  the  year  1 972/73 « 

The  provision  of  the  sewerage  system  will  enable  the  Public 
Health  Department  to  concentrate  on  improving  the  properties  in 
the  area  with  Grant  aid.  At  present  Improvement  Grants  can  only 
be  given  where  it  is  possible  to  provide  septic  tanks. 

Pail  closets  are  still  in  use  at  370  houses  in  the  Urban 
District  but  this  number  will  be  reduced  as  unfit  properties, 
which  are  not  worth  improving  are  demolished.  Pail  closets  are 
emptied  weekly  free  of  charge  and  cesspools  are  emptied  free  on 
request. 
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Chemical  closets  are  often  provided  on  the  many  building 
sites  in  the  areas  of  new  development  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  provide  a useful  service,  in  emptying  these  conveniences 
at  a reasonable  charge. 


3.  REFUSE  COLLiCCTIQN 

(a)  Expansion  of  the  Service  ' "• 

The  gradual  expansion  of  the  part'  of  Telford  New  Town  within 
this  Urban  District  evolved  roughly  according  to  plan  and  the 
refuse  collection  service  expanded  as  anticipated  and  allowed  for 
in  estimates.  The  requirements  over  the  next  five  years,  in 
transport,  labour,  equipnent  and  methods  have  been  planned  ahead 
after  studying  development  plans  for  the  districti 

“ (b)  Refuse  Collection  on  ”Radburn'*  type  Estates 

(i)  Sutton  Hill 


The  system  of  refuse  collection  with  paper  sacks  and 
collection  by  electric  pedestrian  controlled  trolley  to  a central 
estate  depot,  which  commenced  in  June,  1969»  has  proved  to  be  a 
most  satisfactory  system  of  collection  for  this  type  of  estate, 
both  from  financial  and  operational  aspects. 

The  system,  at  the  end  of  1970»  had  been  used  on  the  Sutton 
Hill  estate  for  18  months  very  successfully.  The  electric 
vehicles  are  very  quiet  in  operation,  comparatively  cheap  to 
purchase  and  require  a minimum  of  maintenance. 

* . . e 

(ii)  Woodside  Estate 

It  had  been  planned  that  the  first  of  two  refuse  depots 
Woodside  Estate  would  have  been  in  operation  in  September,  19701 
but  at  the  year  end  it  was  nowhere  near  completion.  (Completed 
May,  1971)- 

A second  refuse  depot  has  been  planned  for  Woodside  Estate 
to  come  into  use  in  August,  1971. 

It-  has  been  found  by  experience  at  Sutton  Hill,  that  toilet 
and  washing  facilities  are  a necessity  and  could  have  been 
provided  at  little  extra  cost.  Those  will  be  provided  for  future 
refuse  depots. 

(iii)  Brookside  Estate. 

A fourth  refuse  depot  has  been  planned  to  take  the  refuse 
on  this  estate  and  should  be  available  for  use  in  summer,  1972, 
when  the  estate  will  be  partly  developed. 

(c)  Refuse  Bins  and  Paper  Sacks 

All  the  dwellings  erected  by  the  Telford  Developnent 
Corporation  have  the  refuse  collected  by  the  paper  sack  system 
which  is  the  most  hygienic  system  available  for  use. 

This  Council,  as  part  of  the  five  year  improvement  plan, 
had  planned  to  extend  this  system  of  collection  to  all  dwellings 
in  the  Urban  District  over  a period  of  five  years.  The  first 

ph  ase  was  deferrt,d  when  estimates  for  1971  were  considered. 

1 
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Refuse  Collection  At  Woodside 
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As  plastic  refuse  sacks  are  cheaper  than  paper  sacks, 
plastic  sacks  were  used  for  a trial  period  for  a small  number  of 
houses.  It  was  found  that  plastic  sacks  tend  to  stretch .badly 
in  the  v/armer  weather  and  small  tears  in  the  sack  quickly  extend. 
It  was  decided  there  would  be  no  advantage  in  making  further 
trials. 

(d)  Trade  Refuse 

The  amount  of  trade  refuse  being  handled  by  the  department 
has  increased  as  anticipated  and  the  provision  of  1^  cubic  yard 
refuse  containers  for  the  larger  trade  premises,  commencing  April 
1970,  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  traders  using  this  service. 
This  system  of  collection  has  resulted  in  trade  refuse  charges 
being  kept  to  a reasonable  leve],  readily  accepted  by  the  traders 
and  saved  considerable  vehicle  time  cxnd  handling  costs. 

Thirtynine  bulk  containers  were  in  use  nine  months  after  the 
service  commenced  and  other  enquiries  for  this  service  were  in 
hand. 

The  income  from  trade  refuse  has  increased  gradually  over 
the  years  as  the  following  figures  indicate  and  is  expected  to 
increase  more  rapidly  as  the  new  town  develops.

Most  of  the  income  is  derived  from  annual  contracts  with 
negotiations  based  on  the  estimated  amount  of  refuse  expected  or 
on  a fixed  bi;nual  charge  for  the  hire  and  servicing  of  a sepcified 
niimber  of  refuse  bins  or  bulk  containers. 

In  order  to  give  a complete  service,  requests  for  the 
removal  of  accumulations  of  refuse  are  dealt  with  at  a negotiated 
price. 

(e)  Civic  Amenities  Act 

Fortynine  abandoned  or  derelict  cars  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Each  car  dealt 
with  entails  notification  to  the  police,  registration  authority,  . 
hire  purchase  information  company  in  accordance  with  the  procedure 
laid  down  in  the  Act  and  Regulations  eoid  a record  kept  of  cost 
involved  or  income  received. 

Some  vehicles  were  removed  directly  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  others  removed  by  arrangement  with  local  scrap 
metal  merchants,  usually  resulting  in  a small  income  to  the  rate 
fund  account. 

An  abandoned  caravan,  left  by  some  road  workers,  after 
leaving  the  district  was  advertised  for  sale  and  sold  for  £50* 
the  money  being  paid  into  the  rate  account. 
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(f)  Bulk  Collection  Service 

This  service  has  been  widely  used  by  residents  in  the 
district  as  683  requests  to  remove  old  furniture  and  miscellaneous 
bulky  household  waste  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  Department  has,  with  the  permission  of  the 
Council,  tal^en  advantage  of  this  system  of  collection  to  pass  on 
to  the  Royal  Women's  Voluntary  Service  or  to  persons  in  need  in 
our  own  district,  articles  of  clothing  or  furniture  which  are  in 
good  condition  but  which  have  little  or  no  re-sale  value.  Even 
in  this  Welfare  state  there  are  many  families  still  in  need  of 
assistance  in  »this  way. 


4.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

(a)  Refuse  Tip  ' ' 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  firm  owning  the  quarry,  for 
’their  co-operation  in  allowing  the  Council  the  free  use  of  this 
quarry  for  tipping  purposes.  Certain  restrictions  apply  in  the 
use  of  the  quarry  as  parts  of  the  rock  face  must  be  kept  clear 
of  refuse  because  of  the  archseological  interest  and  the  need  to 
preserve  an  access  road  to  the  far  end  of  the  quarry,  further 
restricts  the  future  life  of  the  tip. 

The  refuse  tipping  space  is  being  filled  at  an  increasing 
rate  as  the  new  development  produces  more  refuse.  Although  there 
is  no  immediate  problem,  it  is  obvious  that  the  provisions  of  a 
refuse  'incinerator  in  the  near  future  is  essential. 

The  government  suggestion  that  refuse  disposal  should  be 
dealt  with  by  the  proposed  top  tier  authority,  whilst  suitable  for 
the  Greater  London  area  and  such  built  up  exeas,  is  not  a suitable 
IDroposal  for  a County  such  as  Shropshire  where  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  are  so  interdependent.  A top  tier  authority  in  a 
rural  area  not  previously  having  experience  with  refuse  disposal, 
could  decide  to  impose  a system  of  refuse  disposal  which  would 
result  in  unnecessary  higher  refuse  collection  costs  being  incurred 
by  district  authorities.  Co-operation  between  neighbouring 
• authorities  such  as  we  have  in  Telford  on  this  matter  is  the  best 
way  to  ensure  an  economicaJ.  service.  Refuse  collection  and  disposail 
is  one  integrated  service,  to  split  the  service  between  two 
authorities  can  only  result  in  more  administrative  difficulties  and 
numerous  time  wasting  consultations  between  officers  of  two 
different  typos' of  authorities, 

(b)  Refuse  Incineration  » 

In  planning  a new  town,  one  would  have  thought  that  planning 
for  the  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  resulting  from  the 
planned  development  was  as  essential  as  planning  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage  waste  arising  from  the  development.  Either  of  the  two 
means  of  disposal  available,  tipping  or  incineration  must  obviously 
aff„ct  the  planning  layout  of  a new  town  and  yet  no  planning 
provision  vfas  made  at  any  planning  stage  for  this  essential  service.  . 
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It  was  left  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  four  local 
authorities  in  Telford,  after  assessing  the  problem,  to  endeavour 
to  persuade  the  Telford  Development  Corporation  to  provide  a 
site  for  an  incinerator  within  the  overall  plan.  At  one  stage 
we  were  informed  that  no  site  was  available.  An  endeavour  to 
obtain  permission  to  use  a disused  quarry,  the  only  possible 
refuse  tip,  likewise  was  not  approved. 

A site  at  Ketley  was  accepted  as  being  satisfactory  and  the 
most  economical  to  develop  but  strong  reaction  from  nearby 
residents  decided  the  Joint  Committee  not  to  persue  the  planning 
application.  A possible  site  at  Hadley  was  not  persued  because 
of  the  location  not  being  central  and  objections  would  have 
resulted. 

After  much  delay  a site  was  finally  agreed  on  the  Stafford 
Park  Industrial  Estate  and  was  referred  to  the  Consultants  for 
investigation. 


PEST  CONTROL  . 

(a)  Rodent  Control 


The  one  rodent  operator  employed  by  the  department  has 
managed  so  far  to  cope  with  the  increasing  amount  of  work  in  the 
department.  It  was  anticipated,  in  the  Council's  five  year  policy 
plan,  that  an  additional  rodent  operator  would  be  required  in 
'1973  and  this  will  no  doubt  prove  to  be  a timely  provision. 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  sewers  in  the  district  revealed 
only  small  isolated  infestations  of  rats  which  were  effectively 
cleared.  The  expansion  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  Urban 
District  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  has  made  it 
difficult  for  one  rodent  operator  to  cope  with  the  amount  of 
work  involved.

The  usual  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  relating 
to  dogs  wandering  aroung  the  areas  of  new  concentrated  housing 
development,  fouling  the  footpaths  and  grass  verges,  creating  a 
public  nuisance  and  danger  to  small  children* 

Although  public  interest  is  at  present  focussed  on  prevention 
of  pollution  of  our  environment,  here  is  a serious  source  of 
pollution  which  the  community  at  large  prefers  to  ignore  knowing 
that  the  answer  would  not  prove  popular*  , 

Fortunately  the  transmission  of  disease  from  pet  animals  to 
man  is  infrequent  but  the  risk  is  ever  present,  particularly  with 
regard  to  parasitic  diseases.

An  Improvement  Grant  exhibition  was  organised  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  took  place  in  Dawley  Town  Hall  during  the 
week  l6th  to  21st  March.  The  ready  co-operation  from  the  press, 
trading  'exhibitors  and  others  having  an  interest  in  the  improvement 
of  properties  ensured  a very  successful  exhibition  which  aroused 
much  interest*  Many  enquiries  resulted  from  the  exhibition  which 
were  followed  up  in  due  course.  The  traders  concerned  erected 
displays  involving  much  effort  and  expense,  worthy  of  any  National 
exhibition.

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  exhibit  for  the  first  time  a 
scheme  of  improvement  for  the  Council's  first  Improvement  Area, 
prepared  jointly  by  engineer  and  Surveyors  and  Public  Health 
Departments.  The  proposed  scheme  was  accepted  enthusiastically 
by  all  the  residents. 

( c ) Housing  Survey 

This  survey,  made  in  1 966/67,  has  proved  to  be  an  invaluable 
time  saving  source  of  reference  when  information  is  sought  on;  any 
property  by  a prospective  purchaser  or  applicant  for  an  improvement 
grant  or  housing  advance*  The  rj cords  relating  to  the  Public  Health 
Department's  dealings  with  any  house  in  the  Urban  District  together 
with  a survey  report  on  the  condition  of  that  property  can  be 
obtained  from  our  records  in  a matter  of  seconds* 
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The  other  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  obtain  on  overall 
picture  and  statistics  relating  to  the  standard  of  hous  ng  in  the 
Urban  District, 

The  survey  is  at  present  being  brought  up  to  date  but

In  the  Council's  five  year  policy  plan  of  1969»  55  areas 
of  property  ranging  from  2 to  44  properties,  were  listed  as 
probable  areas  of  unfit  properties  to  be  cleared.  Five  of  these 
sites  have  been  cleared  and  nineteen  other  sites  are  in  varying 
stages  of  being  vacated  and  partial  demolition. 

In  the  5 year  policy  plan  referred  to,  twenty  six  areas  of 
property  were  listed  as  possible  Improvement  Areas  but  at  the  year 
end  progress  had  only  been  made  with  one  of  these  areas. 

Future  Housing  Policy 

The  aim  should  be  - 

1.  To  improve  as  many  houses  as  possible  with 
or  without  Improvement  Grant  aid, 

2.  To  speed  up  action  relating  to  Improvement 
Areas, 

3«  To  clear  away  the  obviously  unfit  properties 
which  are  beyond  repair  and  improvement.

8.  REr^T  ACTS 

(a)  Rent  Act,  19^7 

Many  tenatns  are  still  controlled  by  the  provision  of  this 
Act  and  yet  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  constantly  come  across 
instances  of  rent  increases  being  imposed  by  private  landlords 
without  going  through  the  statutory  procedure  and  instances  of 
rent  increases  outside  permitted  limits.  Most  tenants  cannot 
be  expected  to  understand  complicated  law  and  are  often  unaware 
of  their  rights.  No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  received  during  the  year  from  tenants. 

(b)  Housing  Act,  1969»  Part  III 

One  application  for  Qualification  Certificates,  which 
permits  a landlord  to  apply  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  a fair  rent 
to  be  assessed  was  received  during  the  year.  The  house  being  in 
good  order,  a Certificate  was  granted 

9.  MOVEABLE  IMELLINGS 

At  the  end  of  1970,  there  were  28  caravans  on  licensed  sites 
in  the  Urban  District,  this  shows  a reduction  of  26  on  last  years 
total. 

As  the  Dawley  Urban  District  is  within  the  Telford  New  Town, 
applications  for  siting  caravans  in  the  area  are  not  encouraged. 
Sympathetic  consideration  is  given  whenever  there  is  genuine  need 
to  site  a caravan  in  the  district  but  all  planning  permissions  and 
licences  are  granted  on  an  annual  basis. 

In  common  with  neighbouring  authorities,  nuisance  has 
frequently  arisen  from  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  moving  on  to 
vacant  plots  of  land  in  the  district.  The  Council  has  no  alternative 
but  to  move  them  on;  often  an  unpleasant  task  for  the  public  health 
department. 

Moving  caravan  dwellers  only  relieves  the  situation  so  far 
as  one  council  is  concerned  but  creates  a problem  for  the  next 
authority  who  receives  them. 

Until  properly  controlled  caravan  sites  are  provided  in  the 
County,  a district  council  can  take  no  action  other  than  to 
prosecute  the  owner  of  the  land  for  allowing  his  land  to  be  used 
for  that  purpose  or  to  move  the  caravans  on  to  the  highway  by 
physical  effort. 

Sections  6 to  9 of  the  Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968,  requires  a 
County  Authority  to  provide,  so  far  as  necessary,  adequate  accommodation 
fur  gipsies  residing  in  or  resorting  to  their  area  and  for  the 
district  council  to  exercise  all  other  powers  in  relation  to  the  site, 
reci^vering  the  cost  from  the  County  Authority. 
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Until  sites  are  provided  by  the  county  authority,  a district 
council,  who  has  to  deal  with  the  problems  arising,  is  powerless 
to  tal:e  any  effective  action  to  provide  a satisfactory  solution. 


10.  CLfiAh  AIR  ACTS,  I936  and  1968 
Smoke  Control 

The  Council  gave  further  consideration  to  establishing  Smoke 
Contrul  Areas  but  due  to  the  unsatisfactory  position  concerning 
the  supply  of  smokeless  fuels,  deferred  consideration  for  twelve 
months. 


Due  to  all  the  houses  built  by  the  Telford  Development 
being  fitted  v/ith  gas  or  electric  central  heating,  the  air  around 
the  housing  estates  is  very  noticeably  clean.  The  development  of 
the  factory  estates  has  not  caused  any  appreciable  atmospheric 
pollution  due  to  the  fact  that  gas  or  oil  heating  is  mainly  used 
and  any  industrial  furnaces  installed  have  first  been  approved  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  before  installation. 

If  the  present  development  policy  is  adhered  to  Telford  will 
at  least  be  noted  for  its  clean  pollution-free  atmosphere, 
particularly  if  smoke  control  areas  are  made  to  control  pollution 
from  existing  older  buildings 

11.  INSPECTION  Mm  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Urban  District 
and  this  complies  with  the  slaughterhouse ’ (Hygiene)  Regulations, 
1958,  and  the  prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations.

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(b)  Inspection  of  other  Foods 


An  important  duty  of  the  public  health  department  is  to 
inspect  food  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  Usually  a 
good  relationship  exists  between  the  traders  and  the  public  health 
inspectors  who  are  frequently  called  in  to  advise  managers  on  the 
fitness  of  food  for  sale.  With  the  more  common  use  of  refrigerated 
food  storage  and  display  cabinets  the  inspectors  are  more  frequently 
called  in  to  advise  on  the  fitness  of  foods  when  faults  have 
develo  ed  in  such  cabinets. 

During  the  year  over  30cwts  of  miscellaneous  foods  were 
condemned.
